PEACE TEOS PRACTICALLY SETTLED. 

The (Jnren Rwnt auJ the Spanish 
Cabinet Ajrreo to tho I'oure

Madhui, Aug. lit— The government 
has N oeived tho protocol, and the cab- 
inet council rows at U:40 p. in., having 
approved It. 

The government wired M. Cambon 
Thursday night empowering- hiro to 
sigu the preliminaries of peace. 

The day has been diplomatically one 
of the busiest since the outbreak of 

than two cabinet councils Id addition 

Though the text of Die protocol was 
not received until the evening was 
well advanced, (lie government had 
been made fully acquainted with its 
contents through Paris. 

The matter was practically settled, 
a.i already cabled, at cabinet meeting; 
Thursday afternoon, and the receipt 
of the actual document, therefore, only 
required a meeting of the calam i for 
a formal acceptance. 

Ministers adhere to the statement 
that the protocol contain* no modifi- 
cation of the original term*, but ouly 
new suggestions. 

They expect it will bo signed at 
Wn-hinirton Friday and that u -u-:icn- 

Duke Alumdov.tr .ie BtO, minister of 
foreign affair*, assures the eorre-| 'ind- 
ent of the Associated Pre** that the 
negotiations for the peace treaty will 
take place in Paris, but he says the 
commissioners have not yet b*M ap- 
pointed. 

The terms of the protocol will not 
be published until the instrument has 
been signed. % 

Washington, Aug. 1A— The report 
from Madrid announcing that the 
Spunlsh cabinet had approved the 
peace protocol and that the French 
ambassador would receive instruction 
to aign it was very gratifying to the 
administration, but it was expected 
that such would be the course of the 
Spanish government. It is confidently 
expected that the signatures will be 
affixed to this document Friday, 
and immediately thereafter both 
governments will begin carrying 
out its provisions. The first will 
be the ces-ation of hostilities, fol- 
lowed immediately by the occupa- 
pation of Manila by (ien. Merritt and 
the Dotted States troops under his 
command the occupation of San Juan 
in Porto Kioo by Gen. Miles and the 
evacuation of that Island by the Span- 
ish forces. It il believed that there 
will be delay in the evacuation of Ha- 
vana, Matanzas and other Spanish 
strongholds in Cuba as some difflcul' 

proper form of government of Cuba 
and because there is no desire to hurry 
American troops into the island at the 
present time, the preference being 
to wait for cooler weather. The near 
approach to the signing of the protocol 
ban required the discussion of the per- 
sonnel of the peace commission.

London, Aug, 12.— The Madrid cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail says: 
♦'The cabinet Thursday considered the 
protocol which arrived Thursday 
morning. President McICinley accepts 
the Spanish reply, with slight formal 
modifications. 

"The first condition of the protocol 
Is an armistice. This will be d eclured 
Immediately. The conditions are the 
same as those proposed by Presi- 
dent McKinle.v. Senor Sagasta has 
cabled M. Cambon an authorization to 
sign the protocol, to which step tho 
queen regent had already given as- 
sent. The cabinet council Thursday 
night also discussed the instructions 
to be given the Spanish commission- 
er* for the negotiation of peace. The 
question of the Philippines will be the 
chief point for consideration, and on 
this the precise intentions of the 
American government are not known. 
] "The impression prevails here, how- 
•ver, that the powers will not regard 
the problem of the Philippines with 
the same passivity as they showed 
toward Cuba and Porto Rica The
